The meeting was called to order at 2:25 p.m. 


2. Approval of Agenda 


[ Powe It was moved and seconded (Hamalian/Petrie) to consider the structure 
of the Women's Studies Programme as item 12 and to assign new 
numbers to the remaining topics on the agenda. 


The question was called on the motion and was CARRIED. 
3. Chairman's Remarks 


The Chairman announced that the post of Asst. Dean (Student Affairs) 
will be held next year by Asst. Prof. Mary Baldwin. She will 
replace Asst. Dean Adler whose term will expire June Ist. He asked 
that all departments give their cooperation to Prof. Baldwin and 
expressed the gratitude of the faculty to Prof. Adler for work done 
over the past year. He wished her well during her fellowship year 
at M.I.T. 


4, Approval _of Minutes 


79-4-2 It was moved and seconded (Habib/Galler) that the minutes of the 
last meeting, held March 2, 1979, be approved. 


The question was called on the motion and was CARRIED.

Business Arising 


Dr. Sahni raised the question of holding examinations in the last 
week of classes and asked if a policy had been formed. 


The Chairman replied that the reason for having presented the docu- 
ment to Council members was to give some guidelines to the Arts and 
Science Senators who will debate the matter in Senate. 


Prof. Sahni asked to give notice of motion to express the feelings 
of Council based on the minutes of the previous meeting. He was 
asked to submit his notice of motion to the secretary.

Elections 


A.S.C. Representative on the Advisory Committee for the Appointment 
of a Director for the Centre of Interdisciplinary Studies 


It was moved and seconded (Dubas/Sahni) to accept the Steering 
Committee's nomination - Prof. Jack Kornblatt. 


The question was called on the motion and was CARRIED. 
There were no nominations from the floor. 
Prof. Kornblatt was elected by acclamation to the Provost's Advisory 


Committee for the Appointment of a Director of the Centre for 
Interdisciplinary Studies. 


Faculty of Arts and Science Regulations for Honours (ASC 79-4-D1) 


It was moved and seconded (Dubas/Macaluso) to adopt the document on 
the Faculty of Arts and Science Regulations for Honours. 


It was moved and seconded (Chaikelson/Frost) to table the report on the 


condition that two separate documents be prepared a) temporary 


_admission to Honours until the Faculty Honours Committee rules on it 


and b) final acceptance to Honours, and should the Faculty 
Honours Committee disagree with the acceptance there will be 
arbitration to handle the cases. Thus the role of the Faculty 
Honours Committee would be to act as a review committee rather than 
an admissions committee. 


’ Dr. Chaikelson asked that these documents be sent to departments 
for comment before submission to Council explaining that in doing 
this it would be possible to work from opinion in the departments 
rather than from the opinion of the advisor only. 


The question was called on the motion to table and was CARRIED. 


9. Undergraduate Scholars Coordinating Committee 


79-4-6 It was moved and seconded (Macaluso/Tekel) to approve the recommenda- 
tion that. the Undergraduate Scholars Coordinating Committee be 
reduced to five members from nine. 


The question was called on the motion and was CARRIED. 


The new membership will consist of the Coordinator as Chairman and 
four faculty members selected by A.S.F.C. 


10. Proposal for a Science College (ASC 79-4, -D3, ASC-4-D4; D5) 


Dr. Wall asked that Profs. Newman and Byers, members of the Planning 
O Committee of the College, be given speaking privileges. It was so 
agreed. 


The Chairman asked that the course numbers in the Planning Committee's - 
Report (ASC 79-4-D3) be changed to agree with those assigned in the 
Curriculum Committee's Report (ASC 79-4-D5). On page 5 Science College 
1 was changed to SCOL C200; on page 8 Science College 2, 3, 4 and 5 
were renumbered SCOL C250, C251, C252 and C253; on page 11 Science 
College 6, 7 and 8 were corrected to SCOL C290, C390 and C490; and 
Science College 9 and 10 on page 12 were given the numbers SCOL C270, 
and C271. 


79-4-7 It was moved and seconded (Cohen/Krantz) to approve the proposal for a 
Science College. 


A suggestion that the wording of the first sentence in the second 
paragraph on page 11 (ASC 79-4-D3) be changed from "members of the 
faculty" to “members of the Concordia faculty" was accepted. 


It was noted that it is the intention that the required Science 
College courses under the BA Specializaton in Science and Journalism 
would be taken over the three years (36 credits). 


Agreement was reached to limit admission of students entering with a 
D.E.C. to those with the Science profile.

include in the description of SCOL C250, C251, C252 and C253 
"biophysical education". 


The question was called on the amendment and was CARRIED (9/5/11). 


Dean Akin moved that in voting on the main motion, it should be split 
in such a way as to be able to vote on the approval of SCOL C250, 
C251, €252 and C253 separately. 


The motion was lost for want of a second. 


It was moved and seconded (Chaikelson/Scheinberg) to rescind the 
emendation which was passed (79-4-8) in order to reopen the debate. Members 
were reminded that a two-thirds majority would be required to carry the motion. 


The question was called on the motion and was CARRIED, (18/5/3). 
It was moved and seconded (Cohen/Krantz) to amend the description of 


SCOL C250, €251, C252 and C253 to read "these to include amongst 
others". 


The question was called on the amendment and was CARRIED. 


The first sentence of the description of the courses will now read: 
These courses will each survey one or two disciplines, these to 
include amongst others biology, chemistry, computer science, engin- 
eering, geology, mathematics, physics, and psychology. 


The question was called on the motion to approve the proposal for a 
Science College as amended and was CARRIED. 


Lonergan University College Curriculum ASC 79-4-D6 


It was moved and seconded (Brian/Galler) to approve the Lonergan 
University College Curriculum. 


It was moved and seconded (Holland/Galler) that a student is not 
permitted to take in excess of 36 Longergan sponsored credits as part 
of their degree requirements. 


It was then agreed that this motion should be incorporated into the 
main motion (79-4-11). 


It was moved and seconded (Chaikelson/Euvrard) to allow students to 
take a maximum of 27 credits from LUCC courses. 


The question was called on the amendment and was DEFEATED (6/10).

It was moved and seconded (Tekel/Macaluso) to approve the recommenda- 
tions contained in document 10 entitled, Brief to the Arts and Science 
Faculty Council, pages 4, 5 and 6 which would transfer the administration 
of the Women's Studies courses from C.1.S. to the Simone de Beauvoir 
Institute. ' 

It was moved and seconded (Frost/Akin) to table the report until the 

next meeting of Council given the importance of the implications 
contained in the document and the fact that it was not circulated 

prior to the meeting. 


The Chairman indicated that if it was not possible to complete the 
agenda he would reconvene the meeting on Monday morning at 9:00 a.m. 


The question was called on the motion and was DEFEATED (7/14). 


A quorum count was’ called and the meeting was adjourned for the lack of 
a quorum. (4:30 p.m.)
